Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment to claim 8 generally only adds limitations found in cancelled claims 9 and 10, but 
claims the combination of a connector unit and a cover assembly as a single unit (see amendment to line 2), a combination that was not 
previously considered by the examiner in prosecution. Furthermore, applicant presents new claim 14 that incorporates limitations of 
several of applicant's cancelled claims, creating a new combination of features that examiner had not previously considered in prior office 
actions. Such amended claims require furhter search and consideration, and will be considered in an RCE .
